To zo from Germany into France 
is luke wandering from a park into 
the courtyard of a barracks. Soldiers 
everywhere. Alongside the _ loveliest 
ehureh in Christendom, Chartres a- 
thedral, is an enormous military air- 
drome. No nation is as bad as its 
newspapers, and in France there is 
an even greater cleavage than in 
Germany between the press and the 
bulk of the population. The- editorials 
in the French papers make the re- 
former despair. One of the most wide- 
ly circulated papers writes contemp- 
tuously of “a poliey of conciliation 
such as that of which certain Ameri- 
ean journalists speak so imprudently, ’ 
while another paper states that “Ger- 
many, even more than Japan, is the 
breaker of the world’s peace.” 

German football. cycling and other 
teanis, however, are visiting France 
quite frequently and are received by 
the crowd with acclamation. In_ the 
movies, again German films are ac- 
tual! greeted with applause.
